The FBI (Federal Bureau of In* 
vestigation) said Mrs* Dickinson, 
who lives at the Madison Ave, ad- 
dress, has traveled frequently from 
New York to the West Coast since 
she came here m 1937* She was a 
member of the Japanese-Am erica 
until that ye^7 ^^Scofding 
ferafe^FBI, aiid was known to per- 
sons connected with the Japanese 
Consul and military groups on the 
West Coast, She frequented the 
Jag^ Institute, which used to have 
officer* fff- 630 Fifth Ave., FBI 
agents said* 

The FBI explained that Mrs. 
Dicldnson used names of dolls ia 
her communication some of which 
were signed with the forged names 
of her socially prominent clients.
